The auditing commission, in submitting the report on ite activity to the congress for 
approval, reported to the delegates of the 20th Republic Communist Party Congress 
that it was governed strictly by the resolutions of the 25th Party Congress, by CPSU 
Central Committee instructions, and that it work in accordance with the approved 
plans. 


Regularly, twice a year, the auditing commission held document audits of the finan- 
cial-economic activity of the Administration of Affairs and Transport Section of the 
Uzbekistan Communist Party Central Committee, the Central Committee publishing house 
and party institutions, implementation of the party budget, proper expenditure of 
funds by republic party committees and party institutions and their observance of 
budgetary and financial discipline, and the status of membership dues payments. The 
commission assisted them in improving financial-economic work and eliminating short- 
comings revealed. 


The Auditing Commission of the Uzbekistan Communist Party rendered the oblast, city 
and rayon auditing commissions practical assistance, directly checking the status of 
membership dues payments, recording and reporting in primary party organizations and 
monitoring the handling and review of worker letters and complaints in the apparatus 
of the Uzbekistan Communist Party Central Committee and in party press organs. 


The Secretariat of the Uzbekistan Communist Party Central Committee and the CPSU 
Central Auditing Commission were informed promptly about the results of the audits 
and checks by the auditing commission. 


Party concributions, which comprise more than 60 percent of all receipts, are the 
main source of monetary funds of the republic party organization. Payment of party 
membership dues is one of the foremost obligations of each communist. 


The revenue portion of the party budget was overfulfilled each year, increasing 30 
percent during the reporting period due to growth in the ranks of the republi. party 
organization, to higher wages for communists and to the continued strengthening of 
party discipline. 





Questions of the prompt, proper payment of party membership dues are always in the 
center of attention of party organizations. This work has been set up especially 
well °1 the Namanganskaya, Samarkandskaya and Tashkentskaya oblast party organiza- 
tions, the Zarafshan and Yangiabad city party organizations, the Karakul'skiy and 
Pakhtachiyskiy rayon party organizations, and a number of others. 


The checks made showed that a majority of the CPSU members and candidate members are 
paying their party membership dues on time and in the amounts set by the CPSU Rules. 
However, cases of violations of the requirements of the Rules were revealed in certain 











party organizations of Andizhanskaya, Surkhandar'inskaya and Syrdar'inskaya oblasts. 
individual primary party organization secretaries in Dzhizakskaya, Ferganskaya and 
several other oblaste failed to re.ease the contributions collected to savings ac- 
cunts promptly and delayed reporting them to the party committees. There were in- 
stances of incorrect recording of membership dues amounts. 


Party obkoms, gorkoms and raykoms should ensure strict supervision of observance of 
-stablished procedures for admission to the party and for recording membership dues 
‘od improve work on having communists and primary party organization secretaries 
tudy the CPSU Rules and instructions on the membership dues of CPSU members and 
candidate members. 


veductions from the profits of the party publishing house comprise a significant 
portion of the revenues of the republic party organization. During the reporting 
veriod, the publishing house has been provided with modern equipment, production 
technology has continuously been improved, new forms and methods of work were in- 
troduced, labor productivity grew, profit increased and material resources were 
saved, which enabled us to signi‘icantly improve the quality of the printed product, 
to carry out the production program, and to improve working conditions for publish- 
ing house workers. 


At the same time, the auditing commission notes that the publishing house collective 
needs to work persistently and purposefully to continue improving the quality of the 
output being produced, and especially the newspaper output, to improve working con- 
ditions, use equipment more efficiently, take steps to put out newspapers and maga- 
zines on time, and ensure their prompt delivery to readers. 


The annual growth in Uzbekistan Communist Party revenues has enabled us to ensure 
the prompt financing of all measures being carried out by the Uzbekistan Communist 
Party Central Committee and local party committees. 


Party budget funds were spent in accord with the estimate approved for maintaining 
party organs and institutions, training and retraining party cadres, and capital 
construction. 


In the 10th Five-Year Plan, we utilized 15 million rubles more for capital construc- 
tion of facilities for party organs and party institutions than in the Ninth Five- 
Year Plan; we built and put into operation 41 official buildings and more than 80,000 
sjuare meters of housing.

The 
mum cet onde were significantly increased. It now has more than 9,000 exhibits. 
‘ince the day it opened, more than 5.5 million people have visited the museum. Dur- 
ine tht time, 21,000 lectures have been given at the branch museum and a number of 
other octivities for the masses have been held. 


In ++ cent years, the Institute of Party History attached to the Uzbekistan Commun- 
ist Party Central Committee and the Tashkent Higher Party School have increased the 











effectiveness and quality of their research on problema of the science of party his- 
tory, training party cadres, and Marxiet~-Leninist propaganda. 


On the basis of a CPSU Central Committee inetruction. the auditing commission sya- 
tematically checked the cash boxes of the 'zbekioten Communist Party Central “ omite 
tee and its institutions and reported that the checks revealed no violations wiat- 
soever in cash-box operations. 


The auditing commission paid a great deal of attention to worker letters, which are 

a living link between the Communist Party and the peorle. In their letters, the 
workers express their gratitude to the CPSU Central Committee and the Soviet govern- 
ment for the successes achieved in building communism, for their constant concern for 
the good of the people, for creating conditions for creative labor, and they reveal 
shortcomings and share their thoughts and experience in improving the work of all 
links of the republic national economy and their leaders. 


In the period between the congresses, the auditing commission has monitored and 
checked the status of work on handling and reviewing worker letters, complaints and 
suggestions which have been received by the Uzbekistan Communist Party Central Com- 
mittee and the editorial staffs of newspapers and magazines. Uzbekistan Communist 
Party Central Committee departments have been governed strictly by the CPSU Central 
Committee Decree “On Further Improving Work With Worker Letters in Light of the Re- 
solutions of the 25th CPSU Congress.”

During the reporting period, the Central Committee received 56,252 letters and appli- 
cations from citizens. In 1980 alone, it received 12,000, including 490 duplicates. 
Moreover, 2,500 citizens were received directly by the Central Committee concerning 
various questions last year. 


The departments of the Uzbekistan Communist Party Central Committee attentively study 
and generalize all letters received and local checks are run on the most important of 
them. The results of checks on some applications were submitted to the Central Com- 
mittee Secretariat and Bureau for review. 


Stricter monitoring of the prompt, careful review of citizen letters and complaints 
locally was established. All the conditions necessary to receive citizens were set 
up in the Central Committee. 


Newspaper editorial staffs improved their work with letters. They began publishing 
more materials based on workers’ letters, introducing a special column for that. 
Editorial staffs had a great deal of work done by special correspondents. Editor- 
ial boards maintained constant contact with specialists of industrial enterprises, 
construction sites, transport and other organizations of Uzbekistan. 


Along with the certain improvement in work with letters and oral appeals from citi- 
zens in the republic as a whole, that work still does not meet party demands fully 
in a number of places. When reviewing worker applications, officials often do not 
pay the necessary attention or display the necessary sensitivity to worker problems; 
there have been instances of red tape, of a formal, bureaucratic attitude, of formal 














replies and unjustified forwarding of applications straight through. An inattentive 
attitude towards worker letters causes legitimate dissatisfaction among people and 
‘orees them to turn to superior organs, which is one reason for the significant num- 
ver of repeat appeals.

, and applications, thet they be attentive and sensitive to their needs.

Significant successes were achieved by Tursunoy Akhunova, leader of a cotton-srowing 
beigade on Kolkhoz imeni Kirov in Chinarek!ly Rayon, Lenin Prize winner and twice Hero 
of Socialist Labor, by Amirali Eshbayev, a shepherd on Sovkhoz imeni 50th Anniversary 
of the USSR in Dekhkanabadskiy Rayon, bv Salay Khudavkulivev, leeder of a cortone 
growing origade on Kolkhoz imeni Frunze in Khazarasnekiv Rayon, bv Akhbmed 'hearavev, 
a machine operator on “Romitan" sovkhoz in Romitanakiy Rayon, and by other emm{sar- 
ies of rural communists.

SPEECH BY KARAKALPAKSKAYA OBKOM FIRST SECRETARY K. KAMALOV 
Tashkent PRAVDA VOSTOKA in Russian 5 Feb 81 p 3 


[Excerpt] During the course of the nationwide discussion of the CPSU Central Commit- 
tee draft for the 26th Party Congress, as well as at the republic scientific-practical 
conference on problems of the Aral and the Amu-Dar'ya delta, a number of proposals 
were made on using the very rich natura) resources of our region more fully and in- 
tensively. 


We have surveyed titanium-magnetite ore reserves and request that the question of 
building a metallurgical combine based on these deposits be reviewed and resolved. 
Petroleum and gas deposits and large deposits of granite, bentonite clays, white 
shell rock, sulfur and other minerals have been discovered in Karakalpakistan. The 
autonomous republic is counting on more effective assistance by the republic Gosplan 
and Ministry of Geology in intensifying their prospecting, development and use. 


The accountability report quite properly set the task of further increasing grain 
production. We have every opportunity for achieving an annual rice production of 
up to 500,000 tons by the end of the lith Five-Year Plan. We ask seed-selection 
scientists to produce a new short-stem, nonlodging, higher-yield, faster-maturing 
variety of rice more suited to conditions in the autonomous republic. 


In order to reach this high frontier, the oblast party organization is faced with 
solving a nuaber of pressing problems. We intend to switch Takhtakupyrskiy and Kara- 
uzyakekiy rayons to just rice-growing in the Lith Five-Year “lan. It is also import- 
ant to finish renovating 15,000 ha of plantings. This question has been posed re- 
-eatedly, but has not yet been resolved. 


We anticipate mastering 100,000 ha of new lard in the five-year plan. In this con- 
nection, additional irrigation water reserves will be required. It has become neces- 
sary to make water distribution dependent on gross output. In particular, an Amu- 
Dar'ya Basin Administration should be created in the USSR Ministry of Reclamation 
and Water Management and be given the “keys” to all reservoirs, so that they can be 
vced efficiently.

While noting what has been achieved, we gust not fail to see the many unused oppor- 
tunities. Individual branches of the national economy have been developing more 
slowly than anticipated by oblast plans. We are also upset by the insufficiently 
effective use of fixed production assets and by the significant amount of unfinished 
construction. 


We are faced with resolving large tasks in the lith Five-Year Plan. We plan to in- 
crease the volume of industrial production by 28-30 percent. Our oblast is rich in 
minerals. We need to intensify the rate of geological surveying work, to resolve 
more quickly questions connected with the construction of new enterprises.

Agriculture must be developed at higher rates. By 1985, the cotton harvest is to be 
600,000 tons and the production of grain, fruit, grapes, vegetables, potatoes, meat 
and eggs is to have risen sharply. 


The basic line in agriculture in to increase the production of fine-fiber varieties 
of cotton in every way possible. Procurement of this valuable raw material will be 
330,000 tons in the lith Five-Year Plan. This task is linked to solving a number 

of problems, and foremost with expanding the area planted to cotton and with improv- 
ing the water supply for that crop. In order to cultivate “silk” cotton extensively, 
we will need to increase deliveries of mineral fertilizers and herbicides. It has 
become necessary to create in the southern part of the republic a scientific center 
to study, derive and introduce new varieties of fine-fiber cotton. 


We also need to intensify research associated with new agricultural methods in other 
branches of agriculture. Thus, we need to disseminate late-fall sowing of vegetables. 


In recent years, due to favorable climatic conditions, much attention has been paid 
in our oblast to subtropical crops. To this end, we need to put new tracts into use 
quickly, to create specialized regions for growing subtropical crops.

[Text) Thanks to the constant concern of the Communist Party and the Soviet state 
for developing science in Uzbekistan, a powerful scientific-technical potential has 
been created here -- about 200 scientific-research institutes and VUZ's in which 
35,000 scientists work and teach. 


There were significant successes in the activity of the Uzbek SSR Academy of Sciences 
and the institutions and VUZ's it coordinates in the 10th Five-Year Plan. During 

that period, the republic Academy of Sciences alone completed hundreds of scientific 
and technical projects in the natural and social sciences and economic agreement work. 
The national economic impact of the introduction of the 670 proposals it made to the 
national economy was 1.6 billion rubles. 


The important role of science in technical progress and the large investments in its 
development pose the critical question of continuing to increase research effective- 
ness. 


A large number of problems are to be solved to further develop cotton-growing and 
branches of the national economic cotton complex. Using distant hybridization, the 
Academy of Sciences developed, for the first time in domestic or world selection prac- 
tice, a group of high-yield, wilt-iamune “Tashkent” varieties which provide a fifth 
cotton shift-variety. Twenty promising new varieties, a number of which are accli- 
mitized, have been created. The task has been set of raising the yields of average- 
fiber cotton varieties to 70-80 q/ha and of fine-fiber varieties to 40-50 q/ha. This 
vill require the creation, on a basis of fundamental research in the field of molecu- 
lur blelogy and genetics, of even higher-yield varieties with high-quality fiber, as 
well as a complex of agricultural techniques for cultivating the new varieties. 


Good scientific projects have been begun for improving the system of cultivating and 
producing complex fertilizers, growth stimulators and low-toxicity defoliants, for 
introducing biological, integrated and chemical methods of plant protection. The 
practical introduction of these and other results must yield a large economic impact. 
However, their utilization has thus far been on an inadequate scale. 


Sotto, growing and other branches of |ture are the starting point for develop- 
ing « oumber of industrial branches . cotton complex. One major achievement of 
ur sctence has been the development © ce “Cotton” program. It has been approved 


by the Presidium of the USSR Academy of Sciences. 
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Increasing the water supply is of decisive importance to the national economic cotton 
complex and the entire republic economy. The queetion of diverting a portion of the 
discharge of Siberian rivers to Central Asia and Kasakhetan is especially important 
under the conditions which have evolved. More than 100 acientific organizations are 
working on thie problem. 


It is appropriate to begin work on building 4 canal and irrigating the republic's 
enormous land reserve in the lith Five-Year Plan. This will be a tremendous con- 
tribution to increasing cotton production and implementing the food program. Prompt 
water diversion will have a positive influence on reducing the negative consequences 
of the drying out of the Aral to 4 winimum and on developing the productive forces, 
economy and social life of the area near the Aral. 


Growth in the productive capacities of industry and continued intensification of ag- 
riculture insistently demand further growth in fuel-energy resources, improvement in 
their structure, and a search for new sources of energy, including nuclear energy and 
solar power. 


Serious attention must be paid to developing branches which can yield a large econo- 
mic impact with little investment. These are dyes, physiologically active substances, 
proteins, phytins, raffinase for food industry, medicines, agriculture, fermentation 
production of feed from guza-paya [cotton stems and bolls), phytomelioration of moun- 
tain and desert pasture, polymer and composition materials and much more. However, 
organization of their production has been delayed by the ministries and departments. 
This applies in equal measure to organizing the production of materials, apparatus, 
measuring devices and indicators based on sensitive, precise methods of physice, elec- 
tronics and other branches of science. 


Social scientists have made a substantial contribution to improving national economic 
plans and regulating interbranch ties. A comprehensive program of scientific and 
technical progress and its socioeconomic consequences in the long term has been 
worked out. Research has been completed on forming the Nizhneamudar'inskiy terri- 
torial production complex (TPK). Research is underway on forming the Kashkadar' in- 
skiy and Dehizakekiy TPK's. 


The system of scientific research organization, planning and coordination is being 
improved to resolve scientific tasks successfully. Creative ties with production 
continue to be expanded. We intend to continue creating branch laboratories and 
other scientific research institutions.

I should especially like to emphasize that the pivotal national economic tasks anti- 
cipated by the historical resolutions of the 25th Party Congress, the high promises 
made by the republic party organization from the congress tribune and the concrete 
assignments set for each year of the 10th Five-Year Plan and those put forward by 
subsequent CPSU Central Committee Plenums and individual party and government reso- 
lutions — all this has been carried out with honor. 


During the five-year plan, the aggregate social product and national income increased 
by nearly a third. A leading role in the forward growth of the republic economy be- 
longe to multibranch industry. Industry workers sold more than 1.5 billion rubles 
more cutput than planned in the annual five-year plan assignments. in 1980 alone, 
the volume of industrial output had increased by about a biiiion rubles as compared 
with 1979. 


Machine building, chemical industry and ferrous metallurgy were developed especially 
intensively. Consumer goods production increased 45 percent in the five-year period. 


in recent years, such large industrial facilities as the Syrdar'inskaya GRES, capro- 
lactam production in Chirchik, the Navoiyskiy Cement Plant, new steel production and 
rolling capacities in Bekabad, oil-extraction plants in Urgench and Gulistan, the 
Khivinskiy Rug Combine, Kuvasayskiy Porcelain Plant, a kitchen furniture plant in 
Tashkent and many other facilities were put into operation. 


Much attention was paid to renovating existing enterprises. Considerable retooling 
has been done in the “Sredazelektroapparat,” "Sredazkabel'" and “Uzbektekstil ‘mach" 
associations, at Almalyk Mining and Metallurgical Combine, and at a number of other 
enterprises. 


Upwards of 290 branches of lead enterprises, as well as about 95 independent plants, 
were created in small cities, settlements and rayon centers. They have played an im- 
portant role not only in increasing production, but also in the efficient use of ra- 
pidly growing labor resources. 


Rural laborers marked the 10th Five-Year Plan with a glorious victc.y. Some 6.3 
billion rubles more agricultural output was obtained than in the Ninth Five-Year Plan. 
Average annual production increased by 25.4 percent, instead of the 22 percent planned. 


Outstanding successes were achieved in developing cotton growing. In 1980, the state 
was sold 6,237,000 tons of raw cotton. During the five-year plan as a whole, we pro- 
cured 4.40 million tons more than in the Ninth Five-Year Plan. Cotton production has 
grown steadily in the republic and cotton yields have risen steadily. 


Purposeful multifaceted work has been done to increase grain production, especially 
of rice and corn, fruit and vegetables, silk cocoons and stockraising output. This 
has enabled us to overfulfill the five-year plans for purchases and deliveries of 
all types of agricultural output to unionwide stocks. 
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Rail and motor transport, civil aviation and communications enterprises workers have 
achieved notable successes. 


Successful development of the national economy would have been impossible without im- 
plementation of a broad capital construction program. 


Republic fixed production assets increased 1.5-fold and capital investments |. 3-fold 
as compared with the Ninth Five-Year Plan. 


About 100 large industrial enterprises and shops, 45 stockraising complexes and 285 
farms have been put into operation, about half a million hectares of new land is be- 
ing utilized, the withdrawal of irrigated land from agricultural circulation has been 
entirely elimiuated and hundreds of cultural and personal-services facilities have 
been built. Some 27.8 million square meters of housing was put into operation. 


The Uzbek SSR Academy of Sciences and other scientific institutions and higher acade- 
mic institutions are making a definite contribution to resolving pressing tasks of 
national economic development. The role of production innovators is great. In 1980, 
they provided us with upwards of 50,000 inventions and efficiency proposals. 


We have achieved a significant rise in the standard of living of the workers. Real 
per-capita incomes increased 17 percent. Payments and benefits from social consump- 
tion funds increased nearly 1.5-fold. The population was sold 13 billion rubles more 
worth of goods than in the preceeding five-year plan, a growth of more than 42 per- 
cent. The volume of personal services to the population increased 1|.8-fold. 


Much work has been done to develop public education and public health, to raise the 
cultural standard of living of the workers, to improve their working and recreation 
conditions, and to protect the environment. 


Municipal services were significantly improved. Water reservoirs with a capacity of 
delivering more than a million cubic meters of water per day were put into operation 
in cities and rayon centers, in addition to 1,500 km of water mains and sewers. Cit- 
ies, rayon centers, settlements and kishlaks are being provided with gas on a broad 
front. The start-up of the city's first subway line was a big, happy event for re- 
sidents of the republic capital. 


The achievements in developing the economy and resolving social tasks could have been 
even more substantial had reserves been used more fully and involved more actively in 
circulation, had existing shortcomings been eliminated more persistently. And we had 
quite a few shortcomings. 


Along with branches and enterprises which successfully carried out the plans, there 
are also laggers which have not coped with assignments in terms of output saies vol- 
ume, introducing and mastering new equipment, or labor productivity growth. 


In 1980, the proportion of output increment achieved through labor productivity growth 
was only 55 percent. The state of affairs concerning fulfillment of production plans 
and meeting technical-economic indicators in such branches of industry as textile, 
food and building materials is cause for serious concern. 


Major reserves for increasing production efficiency are inherent in further improving 
the use of fixed assets and increasing the return on capital. At the same time, the 
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return on capital remains low in certain branches, especially at enterprises of 
light industry and machine building. The main reasons are incomplete use of pro- 
duction capacities, considerable equipment and worker idle time and low shift indexes. 


Increasing the return on capital and the efficient use of capacities have been and 
remain a fundamental problem in skillful management. The Gosplan, ministries, de- 
partments and all local agencies should thoroughly investigate these problems and 
take steps to eliminate the shortcomings. 


There are also large reserves in agriculture. On a number of kolkhozes, sovkhozes 
and in individual brigades and farms the crop yields and livestock productiveness 
are low. In construction, we are still allowing funds to be scattered among numer- 
ous projects and postponement of their scheduled start-up. 


There have been cases of incomplete provision of the population with certain food- 
stuffs and manufactured goods. The organization of cultural, personal, municipal 
and medical services requires continued serious improvement. 


It is our task to eliminate the shortcomings as quickly as possible and ensure more 
efficient, better-quality work in all links of the national economy from the first 
months of the new five-year plan. 


The primary task of the lith Five-Year Plan, as was stressed in the CPSU Central 
Committee draft, is to ensure continued growth in the well-being of the Soviet people 
on a basis of steady, forward development of the national economy, accelerated sci- 
entific and technical progress and changing the economy over to an intensive path of 
development, the more intelligent use of the country's production potential, saving 
all types of resources in every way possible, and improving work quality. 


Our party's Leninist national policy is thoroughly reflected in the draft "Basic 
Directions.” Both the interests of the country as a whole and those of each indi- 
vidual Union republic are taken into account.

zation of new land. 


In the llth Five-Year Plan, the aggregate social product will reach 43-44 billion 
rubles, or a 27-30 percent iucrease. National income will increase 30-33 percent. 
We plan to direct 22-25 percent more capital investment into developing the national 
economy than in the 10th Five-Year Plan. 


The role of science and technical progress in resolving the tasks of the decade 
ahead is great. The efforts of scientists of the Uzbek SSR Academy of Sciences, 
the Central Asian VASKhNIL Department and other scientific institutions and higher 
academic institutions will be aimed at broadening the scope of research with a view 
towards revealing and using the very rich natural and economic resources of the re- 
public. 
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Today, the strength of the ties between science and practice is evaluated in terms 

of the direct return of scientific developments in production. The effectiveness of 
the influence of science on the national economy is manifested to the maximum in the 
introduction of major scientific concepts influencing an entire branch into pretuctton, 


In the current five-year period, industrial output volume will grow by 28-31 percent. 
The most important task will be the effective use of fixed production assets, ensur~- 
ing accelerates of development of all branches of industry, and especially consumer 
goods production, improving output quality and increasing the republic's role in the 
unionwide division of labor. The following basic directions of development of the 
branches of industry have been established. 


Uzbekistan has available to it very rich experience in planning and building modern 
hydraulic engineering structures, in the multipurpose utilization of virgin lands. 

In conjunction with the profoundly assiduous attitude our peasantry has towards water 
and land, this has transformed republic irrigation and land reclamation into a bench- 
mark for many countries. 


Nonetheless, the increasing water resources deficit advances questions of efficient 
water use to the fore. Along with expanding work on the comprehensive renovation of 
irrigation systems, lining canals and using groundwater intelligently, with complet- 
ing construction of a number of large, medium-sized and small reservoirs, we need to 
expand the struggle to conserve water everywhere. Improving the operation service, 
mechanizing surface irrigation, developing trickle and in-soil irrigation, closed and 
vertical drainage, and the intelligent expenditure of water for leaching -- this is 
the arsenal of means which must be brought into play. Only such a genuinely state- 
oriented attitude towards saving water can enable us to retain the tempo established 
in developing agriculture until additional water resources can be brought into the 
region. 


In the course of discussion of the CPSU Central Committee draft, the republic com- 
munity has quite properly proposed that the diversion of a portion of the discharge 
of Siberian rivers to Kazakhstan and Central Asia be accelerated. This call has 
sounded with special force at our congress as well. The Union ministries of agri- 
culture, reclamation and water management a the USSR Gosstroy have expressed simi- 
lar opinions. The technical and economic substantiation has already been worked out. 
The start of preparatory work on carrying out this ambitious water-management con- 
struction in the llth Five-Year Plan will doubtless be an important stage in the 
continuing steep ascent of irrigation farming in the republics of Central Asia and 
Kazakhstan and in solving the Aral Sea problem. 


One very important regional feature of Uzbekistan is the rapid growth in its popula- 
tion. Specialists calculate that the republic population will be 22-23 million by 
1990, instead of the 16.2 million today. Labor resources will grow correspondingly. 
Hence the complex, responsible tasks which will face us in the intelligent use of 
rapidly growing labor resources. 


In solving problems of productive forces distribution, the Gosplan, State Committee 
for Labor and Social Questions, ministries and departments, soviet, trade-union and 
economic agencies need to penetrate more deeply this serious demographic problem, to 
concern themselves purposefully with creating new jobs both in the sphere of material 
production and in the services sphere, to ensure full employment of the able-bodied 
population in social production.

SPEECH BY MINISTER OF RECLAMATION AND WATER MANAGEMENT I. KH. DZHURABEKOV 
Tashkent PRAVDA VOSTOKA in Russian 6 Feb 81 p 3 


[Text] Water management workers are making a contribution to the struggle to obtain 
guaranteed high harvests of cotton and other agricultural output. Our task is to pro- 
vide, promptly and in full measure, irrigation water for more than three million hec- 
tares of plowed, irrigated fields. 


Much work has been done to master the virgin lands. New virgin-land rayons -- Ellik- 
kalinskiy, Parkentskiy, Kumkurganskiy and others -- have been created in recent years 
alone. Lands in the Ishtykhanskiy, Urtachul'skiy, Malikchul'skiy and other tracts 
have provided an increasingly substantial return. 


River flow is being regulated to increase the water supply. We are completing con- 
struction of the Andizhan Reservoir and the Amu Dar'ya has been spanned by a section 
of the Tuyamuyunskiy hydrosystem. New canals, run-off collectors and other facili- 
ties have been put into operation. Much work has been done on renovating large hy- 
drosystems and water carriers. 





Machine irrigation has been developed intensively. About 4,000 km of canals was lined 
with concrete during the five-year period to increase the efficiency of the irrigation 
systems and reduce water losses due to filtration. 


Creation of the industrial base is facilitating continued development of construction 
production. More than 50 percent of the work has been done by the brigade contract 
method. Many collectives are working on the 1982 plan already, and excavator opera- 
tors Yakubdzhan Mamarasulov and Mikhail Dovbnya, delegates to the .6th CPSU Congress, 
are working on the 1986 plan. Economic organizations of the ministry carried out the 
tive-year plan ahead of schedule. 


In connection with the continuous increase in the amount of land being irrigated in 
the republic, the operation of reclamation systems is taking on increasing importance. 
Operators running many canals, reservoirs and systems are fighting actively for good 
yields, ensuring a prompt water supply to agricultural land. 


In view of the fact that the Syr Dar'ya flow is completely regulated and the resources 
of the Amu Dar'ya will be completely exhausted by 1985, the ministry is taking steps 
to make fuller use of existing water resources. Work is underway on the comprehen- 
sive restructuring of long-irrigated land, on which more than 14,000 km of the drain- 
age-collector network has been built. Irrigation charts have been consolidated for 
360,000 ha. An increasingly large proportion of the irrigated land is being drained. 
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In spite of the successes achteved, we are well-aware that the current level Jf re- 
clamation cannot be considered adequate to carry out the assignments of the Ilth Five- 
Year Plan, We are therefore making an analysis to reveal bottlenecks in the activity 
of water management organizations, to outline ways of overcoming them and to reveal 
reserves. 


Crop yield growth is currently being retarded on individual farms of Central Fergana, 
the Golodnaya and Surkhan-Sherebadskaya steppes and other areas of Uzbekistan due to 
poorly reclaimed land. We are obligated to resolve the task of increasing yields on 
these lands. 


In view of weather conditions, steps are beirg taken to overcome the lack of water, 
we are building more pump stations to supply water to systems with a water shortage, 
more water storage facilities are being provided and more canals are being lined with 
concrete. 


Much work is being done to prepare irrigation systems for the growing season. In 
February, we will finish flushing irrigation, and in March all water management sys- 
tems will be ready to supply water to the fields. 





In the current five-year plan, we will finish building the Tuyamuyunskiy hydrosystem 
on the Amu Dar'ya, the Gissarakskiy and a number of other reservoirs, canals and col- 
lectors. We plan to begin building Sokhskiy reservoir in Ferganskaya Oblast and Tu- 
polangskiy reservoir in Surkhandar'inskaya Oblast. In Fergana Valley, the assault on 
the adyry [foothills] continues, with construction of high-pressure pump stations, 
and work on converting the open collector-drainage network to a closed network wil! 
be accelerated in Khorezmskaya Oblast. 





The collectives of water management organizations warmly support the CPSU Central 
Committee draft for the 26th Party Congress. We hope the plan for diverting a por- 
tion of the discharge of Siberian rivers to Central Asia will soon be carried out.
